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1 . REFTEL C DESCRIBED STEPS TAKEN ON APRIL 4 TO INFORM 

CHARITON IN ACCORD WITH DEPARTMENT'S INSTRUCTIONS, THAT HE HAD TO 
LEAVE THE EMBASSY. DURING AND AFTER THE AMBASSADOR'S READING 
OF THE STATEMENT TRANSMITTING THOSE INSTRUCTIONS (REPORTED IN PARA 
2 AND 3 REFTEL C), CHARITON SAID THAT HE WOULD NOT LEAVE THE EM- 
BASSY VOLUNTARILY. HE DECLARED THAT HE WOULD RESIST BEING REMOVED 
PHYSICALLY AND THAT HE WOULD HAVE TO BE DRAGGED OUT. HE WAS 
TOLD THAT HE HAD TO LEAVE IMMEDIATELY. CHARITON WAS SEATED TO 
THE LEFT OF THE AMBASSADOR'S DESK DURING THE READING OF THE STATE- 
MENT. THE AMBASSADOR WAS STANDING INFRONT OF THAT DESK, MORE OR 
LESS IN THE CENTER OF THE ROOM. THREE EMBOFFS INCLUDING FEMALE 
VICECONSUL, AND THE NCOIC WERE ALSO PRESENT IN THE ROOM DURING 
THE READING OF THE STATEMENT. THE DOORS TO THE AMBASSADOR'S 
OFFICE WERE OPEN AND THE DCM AND TWO OTHER MARINES WERE JUST 
OUTSIDE THE OFFICE, ALONG WITH TWO AMERICAN SECRETARIES, (WERE 
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ALSO IN THAT AREA JUST OUTSIDE THE OFFICE.) 

2. AFTER THE STATEMENT WAS READ AND HE HAD INDICATED THAT HE 
WOULD NOT LEAVE THE EMBASSY ALIVE VOLUNTARILY, CHARITON WAS TOLD 
THAT HIS LAWYER WOULD BE INFORMED OF WHAT HAD HAPPENED AND THAT 
HE HAD TO LEAVE THE EMBASSY IMMEDIATELY. THE NCOIC APPROACHED 
CHARITON AND POLITELY ASKED HIM TO LEAVE. HE GRASPED HIM GENTLY 
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BY THE ELBOW. CHARITON BEGAN STRUGGLING AND ATTEMPTED TO ESCAPE 
FROM THE NCOIC'S GRASP. HE, CHARITON ROSE AND BACKED INTO AN EMB- 
OFF WHO HAD BEEN STANDING ON THE OPPOSITE SIDE OF CHARITON S 
CHAIR. CHARITON THEN LUNGED TOWARD A PAIR OF SCISSORS ON 
THE AMBASSADOR'S DESK. WHILE THE EMBOFF BEHIND CHARITON 
SOUGHT TO BLOCK HIS MOVEMENT TOWARD THE DESK, THE VICE CONSUL 
SNATCHED THEM FROM THE DESK. (ON APRIL 27, CHARITON CONFIRMED 
TO CONSUL THAT HE HAD REACHED FOR SCISSORS TO DO HARM TO 
HIMSELF.) 

3. THE OTHER MARINES QUICKLY ENTERED THE ROOM AND SEIZED CHAR- 
ITON'S ARMS TO FURTHER RESTRAIN HIM AND LEAD HIM TOWARD THE 
DOOR. CHARITON CONTINUED TO RESIST AND STRUGGLED AND KICKED 
VIOLENTLY TO ESCAPE FROM THE GRASP OF THE THREE MARINES AND 
THE EMBOFF BEHIND HIM. IN ORDER TO REMOVE HIM AND PREVENT HIM 
FROM DOING HARM TO HIMSELF AND OTHERS IN HIS STRUGGLE, IT BE- 
CAME NECESSARY FOR TWO OTHER EMBOFFS TO ASSIST IN LIFTING CHAR- 
ITON UP BODILY AND CARRYING HIM FROM THE OFFICE, OUT OF THE CHAN- 
CERY AND INTO A WAITING EMBASSY CAR. CHARITON STRUGGLED AS BEST 
HE COULD AND KEPT SHOUTING: "YOU'RE MAKING A BIG MISTAKE; YOU 
CAN'T DO THIS TO ME," OR WORDS TO THAT EFFECT. THROUGHOUT, 

THOSE RESTRAINING CHARITON HELD HIS ARMS PRESSED CLOSELY TO 

HIS SIDES AND HELD HIS LEGS TOGETHER AT KNEE AND ANKLE. 

4. ONCE IN THE CAR, MARINES SAT ON EITHER SIDE OF CHARITON, 

WHO CONTINUED TO RESIST, IN THE REAR SEAT AND SOUGHT TO RES- 
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STRAIN HIS MOVEMENT BY HOLDING HIM TIGHTLY. EMBOFF AND ANOTHER 
MARINE WERE IN THE FRONT SEAT. EMBOFF TRIED TO CALM CHARITON BY 
URGING HIM NOT TO DESPAIR. WHEN THE CAR REACHED THE GATE AT THE 
REAR OF THE EMBASSY COMPOUND WHERE THE POLICE WERE WAITING, CHAR- 
ITON BECAME FRANTIC AND RESISTED MORE VIOLENTLY THAN EVER. HE 
TRIED HIS BEST TO PREVENT HIS REMOVAL FROM THE CAR BY TWISTING, 
TURNING AND PUTTING ONE LEG BETWEEN THE 

FRONT SEAT AND THE FRAME OF THE OPEN DOOR AND BY OTHERWISE 
OBSTRUCTING EFFORTS TO REMOVE HIM. IN ORDER TO REMOVE HIM, IT 
BECAME NECESSARY FOR THE MARINES TO HOLD HIM AS SECURELY AS 
POSSIBLE WHILE ATTEMPTING TO EXTRICATE HIS LEG FROM THE CREVICE 
INTO WHICH HE HAD IAMMED IT. 

5. ONCE CHARITON HAD BEEN EXTRACTED FROM THE CAR, HE WAS CARRIED 
IN A SIMILAR MANNER AS BEFORE, KICKING AND STRUGGLING VIOLENTLY, 

TO THE NEARBY POLICE WHO CARRIED HIM TO THEIR WAITING CARRY-ALL. 

6. AT NO TIME WHILE HE WAS ON EMBASSY PROPERTY DID ANYONE STRIKE OR 
GOUGE CHARITON. NO EMBOFF SAW THE POLICE MISTREAT HIM. EMBOFFS 
WHO FOLLOWED CLOSELY BEHIND POLICE CAR TO MILITARY HOSPITAL DID 
NOT WITNESS ANY MISTREATMENT OF CHARITON EN ROUTE. UPON ARRIVAL 
AT THE HOSPITAL, CHARITON, WHILE STILL BEING HELD, WALKED QUIETLY 
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INTO THE HOSPITAL. (THE ENTIRE EPISODE. BETWEEN CHARITON'S ARRIVAL 
IN THE AMBASSADOR'S OFFICE AND HIS DELIVERY TO THE HOSPITAL THREE 
KILOMETERS AWAY, LASTED LESS THAN 25 MINUTES.) 

7. IT IS NOT SURPRISING THAT CHARITON MAY HAVE RECEIVED BRUISES 
DURING HIS STRUGGLE TO RESIST. PRACTICALLY EVERYONE PHYSCIALLY 
INVOLVED IN HIS REMOVAL FROM THE EMBASSY RECEIVED BRUISES AND 
SCRATCHES FROM THE VIOLENTLY STRUGGLING CHARITON. IT IS, MORE- 
OVER, QUITE POSSIBLE THAT HE WAS SCRATCHED PARTICULARLY AS HE 
FOUGHT AGAINST BEING REMOVED FROM THE CAR. 

8. WE HAD ANTICIPATED THE NECESSITY TO REMOVE CHARITON BY FORCE, 
BECAUSE HE HAD EARLIER TOLD US HE WOULD NEVER LEAVE VOLUNTARILY 
(REFTELS F. G, AND H). WE THEREFORE REHEARSED 
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THE CONFRONTATION WITH CHARITON AND HIS REMOVAL SHORTLY BEFORE 
THE ACTUAL INCIDENT TOOK PLACE. WE SOUGHT TO ANTICIPATE, AS MUCH AS 
POSSIBLE WHAT MIGHT HAPPEN SO AS TO PREVENT INJURY TO CHARITON OR 
OTHERS. THE MARINES WERE INSTRUCTED TO USE ONLY THE MINIMUM FORCE 
NECESSARY TO ACCOMPLISH THIS TASK. DURING THE REHEARSAL, AN 
EMBOFF PLAYED THE ROLE OF CHARITON, RESISTED BEING REMOVED, 
STRUGGLED AND SHOUTED. THE MARINES RESTRAINED HIM AND HAD TO 
ARRY HIM TO THE VEHICLE AND DRAG HIM FROM IT AT THE EXIT. EMBOFF 
SUFFERED SOME BRUISES AND SORE LIMBS FROM THE EXPERIENCE, AL- 
THOUGH EMBOFF'S STRUGGLES WERE NOT NEARLY AS VIOLENT AS THOSE OF 
CHARITON. 

9. ON APRIL 7, EMBASSY REGISTERED NURSE VISITED CHARITON IN HOS- 
PITAL. HE REPORTEDLY TOLD HER THAT DURING HIS REMOVAL FROM EMBASS 
HE HAD SUFFERED BRUISES ON ARMS (WHICH HE SHOWED HER), LEGS, NECK 
AND SHOULDERS. HE ALSO SHOWED HER A SINGLE SCRATCH ON RIGHT 

LEG. HE COMPLAINED OF MUSCLE SORENESS AND SOME PAIN. SHE DESCRIBED 
THE SCRATCH AS MINOR AND THE BRUISES AS SMALL. ON APRIL 11, CHAR- 
ITON TOLD ANOTHER VISITING EMBOFF (WHO HAD NOT BEEN INVOLVED 
IN CHARITON'S EJECTION FROM THE EMBASSY) THAT HE HAD SUFFERED BRUISES 
DURING THE EJECTION. CHARITON SHOWED EMBOFF A BRUISE ON HIS RIGHT 
LEG AND MENTIONED BRUISES ON HIS SHOULDERS. CHARITON SHOWED EMBOFF 
SMALL SCRATCH ON A FINGER OF HIS RIGHT HAND AS WELL. HE DID NOT 
MENTION ANY OTHER INJURIES. 

10. SUMMING UP, IN CARYING OUT THE DEPARTMENT'S INSTRUCTIONS, 

WE GAVE CHARITON THE OPPORTUNITY TO LEAVE THE EMBASSY VOLUNTARILY 
AND QUIETLY. HE REFUSED TO DO SO. HE INDICATED THAT HE WOULD 
PHYSCIALLY RESIST BEING EXPELLED FROM THE EMBASSY AND, INDEED, 

HE DID SO 

RESIST. WE USED THE MINIMUM FORCE NECESSARY AND REASONABLE 
TO ACCOMPLISH HIS REMOVAL. IT WAS A MOST UNPLEASANT EXPERIENCE 
FOR ALL CONCERNED. 
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
